SCHOOL 

by  Mrs.  Milton  T.  Harris,  Sr. 

18—  -  1966 

To  record  the  history  and  achievements  of 
Achilles  School  would  require  several  volumes: 
the  history  of  a  school  that  had  its  beginning  in 
a  log  cabin  across  the  road  from  the  present 
school  site.  This  school  is  located  in  the  south¬ 
eastern  part  of  Gloucester  County  a  short  dis¬ 
tance  across  the  York  River  from  Yorktown  and 
Williamsburg. 

We  have  no  records  or  information  concern¬ 
ing  the  number  of  years  that  the  log  cabin 
school  was  used,  nor  when  it  was  changed  into 
a  two-room  frame  building.  One  of  the  former 
teachers  of  Achilles  remembers  entering  the  first 
grade  in  1892  in  this  two-room  school. 

The  need  for  more  and  larger  classrooms  is 
nothing  new.  In  1903,  Achilles  school  was  made 
a  four-room  school  by  raising  the  building  to 
two  stories.  There  were  two  rooms  with  a  hall 
between,  upstairs  as  well  as  downstairs.  There 
was  a  porch  the  full  length  of  the  front  of  the 
building.  These  four  rooms  housed  grades  one 
through  seven. 

In  1910  the  patrons  of  Achilles  School  real¬ 
ized  the  necessity  of  putting  their  school  cur¬ 
riculum  on  a  firmer  and  higher  basis.  In  order 
to  do  this,  the  school  building  had  to  be  enlarged 
and  the  faculty  increased. 

Work  was  begun  in  the  summer  of  1910. 
The  porch  was  removed  and  two  large  rooms — 
one  downstairs  and  one  upstairs  —  were  added 
to  the  front  of  the  building,  making  it  a  T-shape 
building.  A  small  porch  was  left  on  each  side 
of  the  addition.  This  work  was  completed  in 
October  of  the  same  year. 

The  faculty  was  increased  from  four  to  five 
and  the  enrollment  consisted  of  120  girls  and 
boys.  The  curriculum  was  broadened  to  include 
the  first  year  of  high  school  subjects.  Three 
young  ladies  were  enrolled  in  the  freshman 
class.  The  school  was  fortunate  in  having  a  prin¬ 
cipal  who  launched  out  with  a  strong  and 
decided  initiative,  and  who  led  the  school  suc¬ 
cessfully  through  the  early  stages  of  its  high 
school  existence. 

The  year  1912  saw  the  birth  of  a  literary 
society  —  the  Phoenix  —  which  proved  an  im- 
•  portant  factor  in  the  intellectual  and  social  life 
of  the  students.  It  was  gratifying  to  see  so 
many  prospective  orators,  debaters,  and  readers. 
The  Eglantine  Literary  Society  was  organized 
on  February  2,  1928.  Then  literary  contests  were 
held  annually  between  Achilles  and  Botetourt. 

Growth  continued.  In  1914  the  first  class 
to  be  graduated  from  Achilles  High  School  con¬ 
sisted  of  the  three  young  ladies  who  enrolled 
in  1910.  The  last  class  to  be  graduated  from 
Achilles  High  School  was  the  class  of  1952  con¬ 
sisting  of  23  members  —  16  girls  and  7  boys. 
The  largest  class  to  be  graduated  from  Achilles 
High  School  was  the  class  of  1939  consisting  of 
43  members  —  24  girls  and  19  boys. 

Three  factors  contributed  to  this  growth: 
(1)  the  untiring  efforts  and  the  cooperation  of

the  people  of  the  community;  (2)  the  consoli¬ 
dation  of  schools,  Sadlers  Neck  and  Severn 
Schools  were  closed  and  later  the  high  school 
pupils  from  Hayes  High  School  were  transferred 
to  Achilles  High  School;  (3)  the  innovation  of 
school  buses. 

During  the  early  years  of  the  high  school, 
athletics  —  though  limited  —  played  an  import¬ 
ant  part  in  the  student  body.  The  girls  basket¬ 
ball  team  played  many  match  games  and  never 
knew  defeat.  The  boys  had  a  baseball  team  and 
although  their  efforts  were  great  their  achieve¬ 
ments  were  poor. 

In  1920,  the  citizens  of  lower  Gloucester 
awakened  to  the  fact  that  the  presently  used 
building  had  inadequate  facilities  needed  to 
offer  boys  and  girls  a  well-rounded  education 
and  that  a  new  and  larger  building  was  needed. 
Through  the  cooperation  of  faithful  parents, 
teachers  and  friends,  the  project  of  erecting  a 
new  building  across  the  road  from  the  original 
school  site  was  begun.  The  cornerstone  for  this 
building  was  laid  in  June  1920.  This  building- 
housed  all  students  from  the  first  through  the 
eleventh  grades.  The  major  cost  of  the  building 
program  was  met  by  private  subscriptions, 
faculty  plays,  entertainments  and  May  Days. 

Four  years  later,  construction  began  on 
a  separate  building  for  the  high  school  pupils. 
The  cornerstone  for  this  building  was  laid  in 
1924. 

The  school  continued  to  expand  until  it 
included  a  furnace  room,  a  shop  and  home 
economics  building,  a  combination  gymnasium 
and  auditorium,  and  finally  a  cafeteria  which 
was  dedicated  on  May  1,  1942.  The  gymnasium 
was  built  with  no  cost  to  the  school  board;  the 
Community  League  —  later  called  the  PTA  — 
appropriated  $1500  and  it  was  built  with  CWA 
and  WPA  labor.  The  major  cost  of  the  entire 
school  plant  —  which  at  this  time  consisted  of 
seven  buildings  —  was  raised  by  the  Community 
League  and/or  the  PTA. 

The  curriculum  expanded  to  include  home 
economics,  agriculture,  commercial  subjects  and 
industrial  arts. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  separate  the  his¬ 
tory  of  Achilles  School  from  the  history  of  the 
Achilles  PTA  for  the  school  was  made  possible 
only  through  the  efforts  of  the  patrons  and 
teachers  who  labored  so  hard  for  the  school 
they  loved.  The  Achilles  PTA  has  been  sur¬ 
passed  by  none  in  cooperation,  in  willingness 
to  make  any  sacrifice,  undertake  any  job,  do 
anything  that  they  felt  was  for  the  betterment 
of  the  children  of  Lower  Gloucester. 

The  first  Summer  Round-up  in  Gloucester 
was  held  at  Achilles  High  School  on  Monday, 
April  13,  1936  and  was  held  thereafter  annu¬ 
ally  until  county-wide  pre-school  clinics  were 
established. 

Long  before  the  day  of  school  cafeterias  in 
Gloucester,  the  pupils  of  Achilles  School  had 
the  opportunity  to  buy  hot  homemade  soup  and 
pies  made  and  sold  by  one  of  the  patrons.  Later 
the  PTA  sponsored  the  school  lunch  program 


until  the  present  system  became  effective. 

In  1941,  a  library  was  established  with  one 
of  the  high  school  teachers  serving  as  part-time 
librarian. 

Extra-curriculur  activities  played  an  im¬ 
portant  part  in  the  life  of  the  students.  In 
1941  a  gold  basketball  was  given  to  each  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  girls  champion  basketball  team.  The 
boys  took  part  in  the  usual  sports  —  football, 
basketball  and  baseball  —  and  several  silver 
cups  were  won  by  their  champion  teams.  Boys 
and  girls  excelled  in  many  literary  contests  and 
other  Forensic  events. 

May  Day  —  an  Achilles  tradition  —  is  still 
an  outstanding  event  each  year.  Before  the 
high  school  students  were  transferred  to  Glou¬ 
cester  High  School,  May  Day  was  an  all-day 
event  drawing  large  crowds.  In  the  morning, 
there  were  intra-mural  track  and  field  events 
consisting  of  50  yard  dash,  shot  put,  discus 
throwing,  broad  jump,  high  jump,  chinning 
pole,  pole  vaulting  and  baseball  throwing. 

Following  lunch  —  sold  by  the  PTA  —  came 
the  crowning  of  the  May  Queen  who,  with  her 
court,  was  entertained  by  members  of  the  ele¬ 
mentary  grades  who  presented  the  May  Pole 
Dance  and  other  dances  and  drills.  This  was 
followed  by  softball  games  for  the  girls  and  a 
baseball  game  for  the  boys  —  usually  with 
Botetourt.  After  supper,  served  by  the  PTA,  a 


program  would  be  presented  in  the  auditorium. 

In  1952,  due  to  consolidation,  the  high 
school  department  of  Achilles  was  transferred 
to  Gloucester  High  School  and  Achilles  became 
again  an  elementary  school  of  seven  grades. 

“By  your  fruits  are  ye  known.”  Among  the 
religious,  educational  and  civic  leaders  of  today, 
we  find  many  who  received  their  elementary  or 
high  school  training  or  both  at  Achilles  School. 
We  find  her  famous  sons  and  daughters  in 
most  every  walk  of  life  —  doctors,  dentists,  min¬ 
isters,  deaconesses,  nurses,  teachers,  realtors, 
military  officers,  beauticians,  firemen,  lawyers, 
county  supervisors,  members  of  school  boards, 
merchants,  bankers,  typists,  secretaries,  school 
superintendents  and  supervisors  and  many 
others. 

And  now  in  1966  —  outmoded  and  out¬ 
grown  —  the  present  school  plant  is  to  be  re¬ 
placed  with  a  modern  up  to  date  plant.  Achilles 
School  will  live  long  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of 
those  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  be  asso¬ 
ciated  with  this  school,  its  pupils,  teachers  and 
patrons.  The  new  Achilles  Elementary  School 
will  continue  to  serve  the  needs  of  this  com¬ 
munity  to  the  very  best  of  its  ability. 

It  is  with  pride  and  joy  that  we  read  in 
the  pages  of  history  —  made  day  by  day  —  of 
the  success  and  the  service  to  mankind  of  those 
who  were  students  of  Achilles  School.

MEMORIES  from  Mrs.  Margaret  Bunting  Hogge: 

“Since  so  much  of  my  life  was  spent  at  Achilles  I 
have  many  outstanding  memories.  However,  among  the  most 
pleasant  ones  are  those  associations  I  had  with  fellow 
teachers,  principals  and  superintendents  while  teaching 
there.  Many  of  them  have  been  life-time  friends.  Also  in¬ 
delible  in  my  mind  are  the  rewarding  pleasures  that  have 
come  through  the  years  from  teaching  the  best  boys  and 
girls  in  the  world— Achilles  boys  and  girls! 

“Yes,  I  enjoyed  working  with  the  boys  and  girls  of 
Achilles  (some  even  to  the  third  generation)  helping  them 
to  grow  up,  watching  them  turn  into  worthwhile  mature 
human  beings  and  sincerely  loving  them  all  the  time.  I 
have  been  blessed  in  many  ways  but  in  none  more  than  the 
joy  I  got  in  sharing  the  growing  up  of  boys  and  girls  in 
my  native  Gloucester  County  and  especially  in  my  ‘own’ 
school.  Through  the  years  I  have  watched  with  pride  as 
they  have  taken  their  places  in  society,  some  to  become 
outstanding  in  their  chosen  fields  of  education  or  in  the 
business  world.  I  like  to  feel  that  I  had  a  small  part  in 
helping  them  to  achieve  great  things.  Through  the  guidance 
of  the  Master  teacher  Himself,  I  tried  to  equip  my  students 
with  compassion  and  tolerance  toward  all  people,  an 
appreciation  of  and  love  for  knowledge,  and  a  respect  for 
learning.  I  tried  to  give  them  the  priceless  gift  of  joy  and 
laughter,  and  to  have  made  them  strong  enough  to  outlaw 
fear.  I  trust  that  whatever  example  I  have  provided  has 
developed  the  spiritual  and  moral  values  they  have  built 
their  lives  upon.  They  won’t  all  be  wise  or  right  or  prac¬ 
tical  but  my  faith  in  the  essential  right  heartedness  of 
youth  makes  me  believe  that  their  batting  average  will 
be  high. 

“I  must  mention  a  happy  surprise  in  my  life — one 
evening  in  the  spring  of  1960  when  in  humble  gratitude,  I 
heard  a  former  pupil  of  mine  (Elizabeth  King),  whose 
children  I  also  had  the  pleasure  of  teaching,  present  a 
program  entitled  ‘Mrs.  Hogge:  This  Is  Your  Life,’  and  then 
present  me  with  a  corsage  and  a  lifetime  membership  to 
the  National  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers  from  the 
Achilles  PTA.  At  times  like  these  my  joy  knew  no  bounds!” 
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ACHILLES  PTA  HISTORY 


VIRGINIA  A.  HEYWOOD,  Historian 

In  1920  the  Achilles  Community  League  was  organized 
with  Mrs.  J.  W.  Rowe  as  president.  The  Community  League 
became  the  Achilles  PTA  in  1936.  From  its  beginning  to 
the  present  time,  the  PTA  has  been  a  most  helpful  organiza¬ 
tion,  working  constantly  to  better  the  school  plant  and 
provide  extra  facilities  for  the  education  of  the  children 
enrolled. 

After  the  Community  League  realized  that  there  were 
no  adequate  facilities  for  educating  the  youth,  they  set  to 
work  to  obtain  the  necessary  buildings,  better  sanitary 
conditions,  a  heating  plant  and  more  athletic  grounds.  With 
$150  on  hand  and  the  cooperation  of  parents,  teachers  and 
friends,  the  project  of  building  a  new  high  school  began. 
The  land  was  bought  by  the  school  board  and  $500  was 
given  by  the  board.  The  remainder  of  the  money  came 
from  private  subscriptions,  plays,  entertainments  and  May 
Days.  A  second  building  was  built  to  house  the  agriculture 
and  home  economics  departments.  Five  thousand  dollars  was 
furnished  by  the  school  board  and  the  remainder  was  gotten 
by  the  Community  League.  The  third  building,  which  is  now 
a  furnace  building,  was  largely  built  by  the  league.  When 
the  need  for  a  gymnasium  was  evident,  the  league  assumed 
responsibility  for  the  work.  A  small  part  of  the  work  was 
done  by  CWA  and  PWA.  A  heating  system  was  installed 
later  by  the  league  at  the  cost  of  $876.00. 

The  first  cafeteria  was  under  the  direction  of  the 
PTA.  Mrs.  Rodney  Hayes  began  by  preparing  the  food  at 
her  home  and  bringing  it  to  school  at  lunch  time. 

The  league  paid  the  entire  cost  of  the  first  school 
light  plant;  paid  $250  to  have  the  athletic  field  put  in  shape 
for  games;  paid  for  many  other  necessary  articles  to  make 
school  more  enjoyable  for  the  children. 

Along  with  financial  aid,  the  league  sponsored  health 
programs,  pre-school  clinics  and  generally  aided  the  school 
program  in  every  way  it  could  when  a  need  arose.  The  PTA 
in  World  War  II  backed  the  war  fund  drives  and  purchased 
a  $500  war  bond.  Musical  programs  have  been  helped  by 
PTA  funds  in  purchasing  pianos,  instruments,  records  and 
record  players.  The  PTA  has  also  helped  with  putting  on 
music  festivals  and  contests. 

A  new  cafeteria  building,  costing  $4,000  was  begun 
in  the  fall  of  1941  and  was  ready  to  use  in  the  spring  of 
1942.  The  total  cost  was  $4,826.51,  and  the  larger  portion 
of  the  money  came  from  the  PTA.  Until  194  7  the  PTA 
sponsored  the  cafeteria  program  and  used  the  profits  for 
school  furnishings  such  as  blinds,  tables,  chairs,  etc. 

After  attaining  adequate  buildings,  the  PTA  turned 
its  attention  to  enrichment  of  the  total  school  program. 
Believing  that  buildings  are  not  the  only  necessary  thing 
involved  in  education,  the  group  sponsored  recreational  pro¬ 
grams;  cooperated  in  sight-saving  clinics;  sponsored  May 
Day  and  Harvest  programs;  gave  to  Cancer  Fund,  dental 
clinic,  guidance  clinic,  scholarship  fund;  and  many  other 
causes  for  the  betterment  of  the  educational  program. 

To  further  the  education  of  the  parents  and  to  bind 
teachers  and  parents  into  a  closer  re  ationship,  the  PTA 
has  held  regular  programs  on  topics  of  interest  at  each  of 
its  meetings.  Such  subjects  as  health,  guidance,  Scout  work, 
recreation,  safety  and  others  have  been  discussed — often 
with  explanatory  films.  Publicity  concerning  the  school  work 
has  been  a  part  of  its  program.  “The  Virginia  Bulletin” 
and  a  PTA  manual  have  been  given  to  officers;  copies  of  the 
PTA  history  have  been  distributed;  study  classes  held;  art 
shows  and  displays  of  children’s  work,  along  with  room 
visitation,  have  kept  patrons  up  to  date.  Besides  educational 
and  publicity  efforts,  the  PTA  has  had  a  social  hour  at  the 
close  of  its  meetings  when  an  informal  time  to  talk  with 
parents  was  provided. 


About  a  decade  ago,  the  organization  began  to  realize 
that  the  Achilles  school  plant  that  once  served  so  well  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  built  was  not  up-to-date,  and 
that  the  group  would  find  it  necessary  to  take  steps  to 
replace  the  old  buildings  with  more  modern  ones.  In  1951 
the  PTA  sent  out  publications  to  all  voters  asking  them  to 
support  a  new  central  high  school  for  the  county.  In  1962 
the  theme  for  the  Achilles  PTA  was  “Cooperation  and  a 
New  School”  and  to  this  end  a  panel  discussion  on  school 
problems  was  held  at  the  October  meeting.  In  March,  Mr. 
Forrest  spoke  on  “Finances  And  Education.”  In  this  same 
year  the  PTA  supported  an  automobile  tax  for  educational 
purposes. 

The  theme  for  the  1963-64  session  was  “A  New  School 
for  Achilles.”  Close  contact  between  the  school  board  and 
the  PTA  was  kept  by  sending  representatives  to  each 
school  board  meeting.  At  the  joint  f'ounders’  Day  program 
in  February  of  1964,  the  history  of  the  PTA  was  presented 
in  pantomime  by  couples  representing  ten-year  periods  of 
growth  from  infancy  to  its  hopes  for  the  future  —  a  new 
school.  A  musical  background  of  events  popular  in  each 
period  of  time  was  used  with  the  comical  presentation. 

In  1964  there  was  a  meeting  given  to  informing  the 
public  of  a  proposed  plan  to  spend  $1,300,000  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  school  system.  Included  in  this  plan  was  a 
new  school  for  Achilles.  The  school  board,  board  of  super¬ 
visors,  Mr.  Forrest  and  other  county  officers  were  present 
to  answer  questions  concerning  this  program. 

Now  that  Achilles  has  been  promised  a  new  school 
in  the  very  near  future,  other  matters  are  taking  the  place 
of  the  school  building  issue.  Much  discussion  has  taken 
place  concerning  the  saving  of  the  gymnasium  by  moving  it 
to  another  part  of  the  campus.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
people  that  the  building  will  serve  a  useful  purpose  for 
activities  on  bad  days  as  well  as  a  place  to  practice  for 
extra  events,  and  to  have  little  parties  when  weather  is  not 
suitable  for  outdoor  play.  The  PTA  hopes  to  find  a  way  to 
work  with  the  school  board  in  saving  this  building. 

The  association  is  planning  a  homecoming  day  in  June 
which  will  give  old  students  at  Achilles  a  chance  to  get 
together  before  it  becomes  just  a  memory. 

Along  with  its  efforts  to  get  a  new  school,  the  PTA 
has  not  neglected  any  of  the  usual  things  that  have  been 
a  part  of  its  work  for  all  the  years.  It  is  still  furnishing 
teaching  materials  in  science,  TV,  remedial  reading  and 
visual  aids.  It  still  promotes  all  facets  of  the  school  program 
as  far  as  it  is  able. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  credit  to  all  individuals  who 
have  worked  to  make  Achilles  PTA  the  success  that  it  has 
been,  but  the  community  appreciates  the  efforts,  big  or 
little,  of  each  contributing  member.  The  society  has  had 
21  presidents,  17  secretaries  and  six  treasurers  to  date.  It 
has  presented  seven  life  memberships  and  pins  to  past 
presidents.  The  presidents  have  been:  Mrs.  J.  W.  Rowe, 
Jesse  Smith,  R.  F.  Heywood,  W.  C.  Brown,  W.  C.  Thomas, 
Mrs.  Hannibal  Rowe,  Mrs.  M.  T.  Harris,  Paul  Hicks,  W.  A.
